In simple terms, environmental labeling is defined as making relevant 
environmental information available to the appropriate consumers. 
Environmental labeling is the practice of labeling products based on a 
wide range of environmental considerations like hazard warnings, 
marketing claims and information disclosure labels. Labeling contrib¬ 
utes to the decision-making process inherent in product selection, 
purchasing, use, disposal and retirement. In this context, the word 'con¬ 


sumers' includes all individuals and organizations making purchase 
decisions regarding products and services, ranging from procurement 
officers of governments and corporations to individual retail consum¬ 
ers. Environmental labeling also often affects manufacturers and mar¬ 
keters as they design and formulate products that must compete based 
on quality, price, availability and environmental attributes.The sympo¬ 
sium aims at sharing experiences based on case studies on these 
issues, and especially the possibilities and limitations of LCA. 

Structure of the symposium 

The symposium will be structured as a discussion forum.This means 
that oral presentations will be short, leaving much time for discus¬ 
sion. There will be official opponents to all papers and official ob¬ 
servers reporting from the poster sessions.
